DePeyster,  N.  Y.  is  located  on  the  “Old  State  Road”  a  little 
southeast  of  the  center,  and  contains  two  churches,  Congregational 
and  Methodist  Episcopal,  one  hotel,  two  stores,  two  wagon  shops, 
two  blacksmith)  shop%  a  cooper  shop  and  about  one  hundred  inhabit¬ 
ants. 

DePeyster  Lodge  No.  573,  F.  &  A.  M.  was  instituted  July  4, 
1865,  and  has  68  members. 

Kings  Corners  is  a  hamlet  near  the  center  of  the  town.  The 
Settlement  of  the  town  was  commenced  in  November,  1802,  by 
Samuel  Bristol  a  native  of  Sandgate,  Vermont,  who  had  previously 
resided  on  the  St.  Lawrence  River,  four  miles  above  Ogd'ensburg. 
He  came  with  his  family  (which  was  a  large  one)  at  the  instance  of 
Judge  Ford,  who  desired'  to  establish1  here  a  stopping  place  for  the 
accomodation  of  travelers  from  the  central  and'  southern  parts  of 
the  State,  who  were  then  coming  in  considerable  numbers.  He 
(Samuel  Bristol)  erected  a  house  for  a  tavern,  and  cleared  thirty 
acres  of  land,  three  of  which  he  sowed  with  wheat  the  frst  summer. 
His  family  remained  the  only  occupants  of  the  town  until  the  winter 
of  1803-4,  when  Th*omas  Wilson  from  Hebron,  N.  Y.,  Joseph  Rounds, 

Samuel  Barnard,  Robert  Hill,  Ichabob  Arnold  and - Green 

from  Rhode  Island,  Frederick  R.  Piymton  from  Sturtbridge,  Mass., 
and  David  Day,  all  of  whom  it  is  believed  except  the  latter  had 
families,  moved  in. 

The  following  winter  a  school  was  opeend  and  taught  by  Bela 
Willis,  who  was  also  the  first  local  preacher  in  townw  This  school 
was  kept  in  the  home  of  Samuel1  Bristol. 

Philo  Hurlbut  and  Joshua  Sweet  came  in  1806.  A  tavern  was 
opened  by  Silas  Kellogg,  wTest  of  DePeyster  in  1806. 

Rufus  Washburn,  wbfo  wag  one  of  the  first  settlers,  removed  to 
Macomb  . 

Other  early  settlers  were  Mansfield  and  Levi  S.  Bristol,  Lemuel 
Day,  Josiah  Thornton,  John  Parker  and  C.  Hulburt. 

Some  of  the  difficulties  experienced  by  the  early  settlers  are 
detailed  in  the  folllowing  extract  from  Hough's  History  of  St.  Law¬ 
rence  and  Franklin  Counties. 

Thig  town  suffered  its  full  share  from  cold  and  backward  seasons 
which  form  a  striking  epoch,  from  which  many  of  the  oldest  settlers 
are  able  to  date  events.  In  1815  little  was  raised  in  consequence  of 
the  cold,  and  most  of  that  little  wras  claimed  by  th*e  birds  and  squirrels 
which  in  that  year  are  gaid  to  be  extremely  numerous. 

In  1816  many  families  were  obliged  to  live  without  bread,  as 
flour  was  very  expensive  and  difficult  to  be  bought  at  any  price. 
During  this  year  the  first  barley  in  town  (about  two  acres)  was 
raised  by  Mr.  Stillwell.  While  it  was  still  growing  it  was  watched 
by  the  neighbors  with  great  interest,  and  they  wrould  stand  by  the 


tenc©  that  enclosed  it,  and  count  the  number  of  days  that  would 
elapse  before  it  would  be  suitable  to  cut;  with1  an  anxiety  which 
proved  how  much  their  hopes  depended  upon  that  little  field  of  food. 
It  was,  scarcely  ripe.  when  with  the  owners  permission  it  w'as  reaped* 
dried,  threshed  and  ground  in  small  quantities  by  his  neighbors! 
Oats  and  potatoes  sold  for  $1.00  per  bushel  and  wheat  from  <S2  00  to 
$3.00  per  bushel. 

Page  115— 

In  1812  all  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town,  some  seventy  in 
number  including  men,  women  and  children,  collected  at  Kellogg’s 
Taven  on  the  Old  State  Road,  in  consequence  of  a  report  that  Can¬ 
adian  Indians  had  crossed  the  St.  Lawrence.  This  was  one  of  the 
flights  to  which  the  border  settlements  were  subjected  at  that  time. 
Deer,  wolves  and  other  wild  animals  were  numerous. 

.  The  Fir^  Congregational  Church,  at  De.Peyster  Center  was  or¬ 
ganized  with  fourteen  members,  by  Rev.  Hurlbut  in  1822.  — , 

Pag©  29,4. 

The  first  settlement  in  the  present  limits  of  DePeyster,  was 
made  by  Samuel  Bristol  originally  from  Sandgate,  Vermont. 

His  location  was  on  lot  No.  12  on  the  extreme  south?  border  of 
the  Township  of  Oswepatchie,  and  two  and  one-half  miles  from  the 
line  of  Hague< 

This  location  had  been  selected  the  summer  previous,  and  he 
had  been  sent  thither  by  Judge  Ford,  to  form  a  stopping  place  for 
travelers. 

This  settlement  long  bore  the  name  ‘‘Bristol’s  Settlement  ”  from 
the  first  settler. 

The  town  was  renamed  for  Frederick  DePeyster  (a  wealthy 
merchant  in  N.  Y.  City)  at  a  Town  Meetnig  in  1825.  Mr.  DePeyster 
was  so  elated  he  donated  $300.00  for  the  erection  of  a  Union  Church 
m  the  town.  A  few  years  later,  1840,  his  son  presented  a  fine  bell 
weighing  700  pounds. 

TJhe  Founding'  Fathers  looked  well  to  the  future  by  naming  the 
towii  for  a  wealthy  man  who  they  thought  might  give  them  financial 
assistance  in  some  way. 

Samuel  Bristol  and  David  Day  were  the  town’s  first  “Pound 
Keepers.” 

Previous  to  coming  to  St.  Lawrence  Co.  Samuel  had  been  an 
early  settler  in  Cayuga  Co.,  N.  Y.  He  bought  land  there  in  1794 
and  sold  in  1795.  There  is  a  plaque  ii^  the  city  of  Auburn  on  the 
corner  of  Genesse  ahd  North  Streets  wdiich  has  the  inscription: 
First  Tavern  and  Store,  opened  in  the  log  cabin  built  by  Samuel 
Bristol  1796.”  From  Cayuga  County  he  went  as  agent  for  the 
Proprietors  to  St.  Lawrence  Co. 

According  to  the  records  and'  maps  in  the  office  of  the  county 
c  erk  at  Canton,  N.  Y.,  Samuel  owned  three  pieces  of  land  along  the 
Old  State  Road  wdiich  w'ent  from  Ogdensburg  to  Long  Fall  or  Carth- 

aga.  Located  on  the  Black  River  were  two  pieces  containing  260 
acres. 
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Aj  party  coming-  from  Otsego  Co.  to  settle  in  DeKalb  and  led  by 
Judge  William  Cooper,  the  father  of  James  Fenfore  Cooper,  came 
through  by  Bristol’s  Tavern  where  they  spent  the  night  and  the 
worn^n,  remained  while  the  men.  opened  a  road  to  DeKalb  which  took 
them  eight  days. 

Samuel  Bristol  moved  on  to  McComb  and  made  the  first  settle¬ 
ment}  there  in,  1805-1806. :  He  lived1  on  the  Old  State  Road  upon  the 
place  later  owned  by  Samuel  Honeycomb.  He  was  pensioned  for  ser¬ 
vice  in  the  Revoutionary  War.  His  pension  record  follow^:  “Sand- 
gate,  Bennington  Co.  Vt.  Samuel  Bristol  enlisted  Apr.,  1775,  served 
six  montlfs  as  private  in  Captain  Ebenezer  Wallace’s  Company,  Col.-  -  -  ^ 
Brush  Vermont  Regiment  and  also  Captain  Jonathan  Allen’s  Ver¬ 
mont  Company.  Samuel  Bristol  enlisted  in  May,  1776,  served  one 
and  one-half  months  as  private  in  Allen’s  Vermont  Regiment.  Samuel 
Bristol  enlisted  Aug.  10,  1776,  served  three  months  as  private  in 
Captaip  Richard  Hurd’s  Vermont  Company,  Col.  Allen’s  Regiment. 
Samuel  Bristol  enlisted  May,  1777,  served  five  months  as  private 
int  Capt.  Richard  Hurd’s  Vermont  Company.  Samuel  Bristol  enlisted 
in  Aug.,  1778,  served'  three  months  as  private  in  Capt.  Leonard 
Bradley’s  Company,  Col.  John  Williams  Vermont  Regiment.” 

Samuel  Bristol  is  of  the  5th  generation  from  Henry  Bristol  who 
came  from  England.  We  have  no  record  of  the  ancestors  of  Henry 

Bristol. 

The  derivation  of  the  name  as  applied  to  the  town  of  Bristol, 

Eng.  is,  according  to  Charnock  in  “Local  Etymology”  as  follows: 
“Bristol  formally  Bricg  Stow,  Bric-stow;  “Bristol  from  Angle-Saxon, 
bryo,  a  bridge,  stow,  a  place  or  stol  a  seat  (Bosworth).  Some 
as'sert  that  its  name  was  Caer  Brito  or  Briton  i.  e.,  the*  British  City, 
nigh  to  and  just  under  the  Roman  City  or  station  above  Clifton  *  * 

William  Arthur  is  his  “Etymological  Dictionary  of  Family  Chris¬ 
tian  Names”  has  another  derivation,  as  follows:  Bristol  (Gaelic  and 
Welsh).  Local  >a  city  in  England.  The  name  signifies,  “The  broken 
chasm:  from  bris,  Gaelic,  broken  and  tull,  Welsh  tol,  a  hole,  cleft  or 
chasm.  This  corresponds  to  the  ancient  name  of  Bristol  which  was 
Caer  Oder,  i.  e.,  the  City  Gap  or  Chasm  through  which  the  River 
Avon  finds  its  way  to  the  sea.” 


BRISTOL  FAMILY  RECORDS 


Henry  Bristol  was  born  in  the  year  1625  and  died  in  1695.  He 
came  to  New  Haven,  Conn.,  from  England'  and  was  living  there  before 
1646.  By  his  first  wife,  Rebecca  he  had  three  children: 

Rebecca,  born  Feb.  4,  1649.  married  Dec.,  1670,  Zaccheus  Candee, 
W.  Haven,  Conn. 

Samuel,  born  Dec.  3.,  1651,  Guilford,  Conn.

Henry  Bristol  married  2nd  wife,  Lydia  Brown,  Jan.  29,  1656, 
New  Haven,  Conn.  (Lydia  thought  to  be  the  daughter  of  Francis 
and  Mary  Edwards  Brown)  wTas  born  1637  and  died  1719. 

Henry  and  Lydia  were  both  members  of  First  Church  of  Christ 
ir\  Newi  Haven  which  wras  begun  in  1639.  They  were;  parents  of 
eleven  children. 

I.  Lydia  Bristol,  bom  Jan.  3,  1657;  married  May  6,  1680  to  Joseph 
Smith,  New  Haven. 

II.  John  Bristol,  born  Sept.  4,  1G59;  married  Mercy  Mansfield  in  New 
Haven,  Conn.,  Congregational  Church'.  John  Bristol  was  baptised 
Nov.  25,  1659,  in  New  Haven,  Cong.  Ch.  Mercy,  daughter  of 
Joseph  and  Mary  Potter  Mansfield  was  bom  July  26,  1662  in 
New  Haven  and  was  baptised  Aug.  12,  1688,  the  same  year  in 
which  she  became  a  member’  of  the  Congregational  Church.  Chil¬ 
dren:  John,  Mehitabel,  and  Joseph  who  was  born  Aug.  9,  1688  in 
Newy  Haven,  Conn.,  was  baptised  Aug.  24,  1689  in  Congregational 
Church!,  New  Haven,  Conn.  The  family  moved  to  Newton,  Conn., 
and  the  father  died  about  1735. 

3.  Hannah  Bristol,  born  Dec.  10,  1663. 

4.  Mary  Bristol,  born  Sept.  — ,  1664;  married  Jobannah  Gunn,  Mil¬ 
ford,  Conn. 

5.  Abigail  Bristol,  born  Apr.  19,1666;  married  Nov.  27,  1712,  Daniel 
Terrell,  Milford,  Conn. 

6.  Sarah  Bristol,  born  1668.  married  Stephen  Hine,  Milford,  Conn. 

7.  Daniel  Bristol,  born  May  4,  1671;  married  1st  Hester  Sperry,  2nd 
Judith  Bunnell. 

8.  Elizabeth  Bristol,  bom  May  20,  1674;  died  young.

He  married  Sarah,  daughter  of  Ebenezer  and  Mary 
Smith.  She  wras  born  July  26,  1691,  in  New  Haven,  Conn.  Their 
children  w’ere:  Sarah,  Mehitabel,  Joseph,  Ebenezer,  John,  Enos, 
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David,  Gideon,  Abraham,  Mercy,  Abigail,  and  Thankful.  Joseph 
died  in  Newton,  Jan.  5,  1769.  His  wife  preceeded  him  on  April  18, 

1765. 

IV.  Abraham  Bristol  was  born  Apr.  23,  1727,  in  Newton,  Conn.,  and 
was  married  Jan.  5,  1750,  in  the  same  place  to  Mehitabel  Nichols. 
He  settled  first  in  Lanes'boro,  Mass.,  and  was.  first  clerk  of  the  Epis¬ 
copal  Church.  In  1762  he  bought  land  there. 

V.  Samuel  Bristol,  son  of  Abraham  and  Mehitabel  Bristol,  was  bom 
in  Newton,  Conn.,  Jan.  6,  1756,  and  was  married  in  1778.  When 
the  census  of  1790  was  taken  he  wras  living  in  Sandgate.  Vermont. 
He  sold  his  land  there  and  w'ent  to  Aurelius,  Cayuga  Co.  N.  Y.  before 
he  went  to  St.  Lawrence  Co.  as  agent  for  the  proprietors.  Name 
of  wife  unknown.  Children  of  Samue.l  Bristol  were:

Rufus  and  Patience  Washburn. 

3.  Betsy  Bristol,  born  at  Sandgate,  Vt.,  June  27.  1791,  came  as 
a  young  girl  with  her  family  traveling  by  way  of  Lake  Champlain 
to  St.  Lawrence  County.  She  was  married  to  David  Day  in  1806 
at  Cooper’s  Falls  by  Esq.  Cooper.  The  wedding  tour  was  on 
horseback  and  the  first  wedding  of  the  town.  When  Betsy  heard 
the  Indians  were  coming  she  took  her  tw’o  small  children,  the 
clothes  she  was  washing  and  the  unbaked  bread  and  started  for 
the  central  house  wrhere  she  stayed  three  days.  David  Day  re¬ 
mained  in  DePeyster  as  a  guard  while  other  men  went  to  Ogdens- 
burg.  He  took  his  family  along  wdth  twTo  other  families  to  Wash¬ 
ington  Co.,  until  the  trouble  was  over.  Betsy  died  at  age  94. 
Their  children  were  Cynthia,  Joshua,  Chauncy,  Asa,  Lois,  David, 
Jr.,  Angeline,  Louisa,  and  Betsy 

1.  Gynthia  married  David  Walker,  1827.  They  became  members  of 
the  Methodist  Church  in  1842.  He  died  in  1879.  She  passed  away 
in  Waukesha,  Wis.,  where  she  had  been  living  with  her  daughters, 
Laura  Fellowrs  and  Cynthia  Walker  for  eight  years.  Her  remains 
were  brought  to  DePeyster  for  burial.  Cynthia  and  David  hai 
seven  sons  and  seven  daughters. 

2.  Johusa  Day,  bom  Dec.  24,  18 — ;  married  Julia  Bresse,,  died  Mar;. 
28,  1S98.  * 

3.  Chauncey  Day,  born  Aug.  31,  1816;  died  Nov.  17,  1905.  Married 
Aurilla  Washburn  who  was  bom  Jan.  6,  1817;  died  Dec.  27,  1907. 
They  celebrated  their  golden  wadding.  They  had  eight  children. 

4.  Asa  Day  married  Edna  Bristol,  daughter  of  Curtis  and  Sarah 
(Sally)  Washburn  Bristol,  (his  first  cousin).  A  gravestone  in 
East  Road  Cemetery  bears  the  inscription  “Amana  dau.  of  Asa 
and  Edna  Day  died  Mar.  10,  1863,  age  1  yr.,  11  mo.”  Another 
in  the  same  cemetery  reads:  “David  Day  died  Jan.  10,  1867. 
Aged  83  yrs.,  1  mo,  4  da.”  Presumably  Edna  is  buried  on  the 
same  lot  as  many  stones  have  been  broken  and  thrown  aside.  On 
August  18,  1960,  I  paid  a  visit  to  this  old  cemetery  in  company 
with  my  brother  and  one  of  the  local  distant  cousins. 

5.  Lois  Day,  born  1821;  died  1887;  married  Burton  Thornton,  had 
eight  children. 

6.  David  Day,  Jr.,  bom  1826;  died  1889.  Married  Martha  Dunick, 
bora  1828;  died  1892.  They  had  two  children.  (In  an  old  album 
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once  belonging  to  Emily  C.  Bristol  Brown  Williams  are  pictures 
of  David  Day  and  wife  taken  by  A.  L.  Hannah,  Tecumseh,  Neb., 
also  picture  of  Irvin  Martin  Bristol’s  two  children  Vina  and  Tru¬ 
man  taken  by  T.  B.  Crowns,  Photographer,  Fox  Lake,  Wis.,  an¬ 
other  is  of  Edwin  Day  and  wife  and  two  children  taken  in  Ne¬ 
braska. 

7.  Angeline  Day  married  Miles  Washburn.  Children  ? 

8.  Louba  Day  mairied  Norman  Tyler,  had  eight  children. 

9.  Betsy  Day  married'  - - - —  McCurdy,  lived  in  Lisbon,  N.  Y., 

then  went  to  California.  She  died  before  her  brothers. 

Reasons  for  including  the  David  and  Betsy  Day  family  record 
is  due  to  the  love  and  memory  of  my  grand  mother  Emily  C.  Bristol 
Williams  for  her  Day  relatives.

I,  Patience  Fuller  of  the  town  of 
DePeyster  of  the  County  of  St.  Lawrence  and  State  of  New  York 
being  of  a  sound  mind  and  memory  blessed  be  Almighty  God  for  the 
same,  do  make  and  publish  this  my  last  Will  and1  Testament.  And 
whereas  my  son  Amasa  Washburn  hereby  agrees  to  support  me  in 
sickness  and  health  during  the  remainder  of  my  natural  life  with  all 
the  common  comforts  of  life,  to  be  provided  with  a  separate  apart¬ 
ment  whenever  I  prefer  it  in  the  family  of  my  son  Amasa  Washburn 
and  if  my  son  Amas  Washburn  carries  out  this  agreement  and  pays 
at  my  decease  one  dollar  to  each  of  my  lawful  heirg  viz:  Nehemiah 
Washburn,  Sally  Bristol,.  Lucinda  Day,  Sabina  Bawdier,  Hannah  Wilson, 
John  Washburn,  and  to  the  heirs  of  my  son,  William  Washburn,  I 
give  and  bequeath  to  my  son  Amasa  Washburn  all  the  interest  I  have 
or  ever  had  in  the  real  estate  of  my  first  husband  Rufus  Washburn 
and  all  the  interest  I  have  or  ever  had  in  all  the  property  of  a  per¬ 
sonal  kind  belonging  to  the  estate  forever  and!  belonging  to  my  first 
husband  Rufus'  Washburn.

Little  is  known  of  the  Williams 
family  history  other  than  that  they  wrere  more  interested  in  horses, 
land  and  farming  than  any  other  pursuit.  They  were  a  hardy  and 
thrifty  people.  The  elements  never  held  one  of  them  back,  if  there 
was  need  to  face  storm  and  bad  weather  to  go  on  an  errand  of  mercy 
or  urgent  business  it  mattered  not.  They  went.  They  wrere  truly 
pioneer  stock  and  seemed  to  enjoy  pushing  on.  Keeping  family 
records  they  left  to  the  other  fellow.  For  that  reason  it  has  been 
hard  to  gather  data. 


I.  RAYMOND  WILLIAMS,  SR.  lived  to  be  105  years  old.  Who 
his  wife  was  we  do  not  know.  She  may  have  been  the  Indian  half- 
bred  for  all  I  know.  My  grand  father  Miles  Williams,  Sr.,  main¬ 
tained  that  one  of  his  male  ancestors  on  the  Williams  line  had  married 
a  half-freed  Indian  squaw.  There  were  certain  evidences  of  the 
Indian  bloo-d  showing  in  a  number  of  the  members  of  several  families 
such  as  stature,  complexion  and  high  check  bone»s.  Be  that  as'  it  may 
the  family  lacked  not  for  good  American  courage,  and  will  to  do.
